Army of Occupation, Moving 
Toward Moselle, Will Take 
Up Line 60 Miles Long 
Across the Rhine. 


ARE TO SWING ON 
COBLENZ AS CENTER 


Plan Is for Troops, Now in 
Germany, to March Seven 
to Nine Miles a Day, With 
Reasonable Rest Periods.

AMERICAN ARMY OF OCCU- 
PATION, Dec. 3.—After their firs* 
night's sleep ir Germany, the Amer- 
ican troops of the army of occupa- 
tion were ready at dawn this morn- 
ing resume their march toward 
the Rhine. In advancing toward 
Coblenz, the American forces are 


moving ahead astride the Moselle,

Across the Rhine 
army will take up a 
more than 60 miles long. It will 
describe an arc of a circle having 
Coblenz as a center, and with a ra- 
dius of 18.6 miles. This circie, pivot- 
ing upon Coblenz, is the bridgehead 
which the Germans conceded in the 
armistice. The line leaves the 
Rhine at a point northwest of Co- 
blenz, swings castward through 
Rahms and Oberlahr and turns to 
the south just beyond Rossbach. It 
continues through W oelferlingen, 
Molsbereg, Diez. Schonbror Katze- 
nelnbogen and Welteroth, and 
reaches the Rhine again at Caub. 

Along the Rhine. the Americans 
will occupy a line about 43 miles in 
length. The front will extend a few 
miles beyond either end of the semi- 
circle described above, this over- 
lapping in places the lines of the 
British on the left and the French 
on the right. 

During the advance toward Co- 
blenz. the American lines extend 
about 20 miles on each side of the 
Moselle. The Americans expect to 
travel seven to nine miles each 
marching day with a day or two of 
rest intervals. The rest days wii! 
be decided upon by the commanders 
os the advance continues. Much will 
depend on how the men and the ani- 
mals stand the trip and the way the 
supply service keeps up with the 
troops.

CLAIMS OF LOSSES BY U-BOATS 
MUST BE FILED THIS MONTH 


Lansing Wants Information on All 
Instances Before and After 
We Entered War. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Amer'i- 
can citizens are advised by Secretary 
Lansing that they should file at the 
Department within 30 days 
from Dec. 1 information concerning 
losses sustained through German 
submarine warfare either before or 
after the United States entered the 
war. 

Losses and details concerning 
them, covering cargoes or personal 
property or effects was submitted 
where the property was uninsured 
or only partly insured, and regard- 
less of whether the property was 
carried in American or foreign ves- 
| sels. 
Those filing claims must give the 
locality where the loss occurred or 
the destination 6f the ship and the 
amount of insurance, if any. Insur- 
ance companies which have paid or 
have pénding for settlement cargo 
or other personal losses of American 
citizens, may submit statements, giv- 
ing the totals of such payments of 
claims.

Class Starts Training to Be Oc- 
cupational Aides to Help 
Maimed Fighters.

the first class of the School of Oc- 
| Cupational Thé@rapy literally and fig- 
|uratively rolled up their sleeves yes- 
terday and went to work. It was 
‘opening day at the school and the 
young women began receiving their 
| first instruction yesterday morning 
in the four months’ course that is 
to fit them to be occupational aides 
in milftary and civilian hospitals. 
| Occupational aides are trained 
women sent into hospitals to aid in 
the recovery principally of maimed 
|patients. At this particular time, of 
course, workers are most needed in 
‘the military hospitals. Those in 
charge of the school emphasize the 
fact that need for such workers will 
| not cease after the soldiers have 
| been properly cared for. They point 
| out that an ever-increasing need for 
'such workers is being voiced by ci- 
| Vilian hospitals. f ‘ 
| The school occupies quarters in 
| the Art School, Washington Univer- 
sity, and its teaching personnel is 
composed of members of the Art 
'School faculty. Edmund H. Wuer- 
pel, director of the Art School, is 
‘also director of the art work in the 
'new school Miss Alice H. Dean, oc- 
_cupational therapist, is in immediate 
charge of the school’s activities, 
Work Oure for Soldiers. 

Miss Dean yesterday explained the 
purposes and aims of the course. 
“First of all,” she said, “occupational 
'therapy means ‘work cure.’ You've 
(heard of rest cures. Well, they've

I would like to say a few words in re- 
gard to annexation of St. Louis County, 
or part of it, to the city. Senator Gard- 
ner says St. Louis County don’t want to be 
annexed. He can speak for Kirkwood, 
but what does he know about other towns 
lying along the edge of St. Louis, Wells- 
ton, for instance? He says they don't 
want to give up the revenue from these 
towns. What do we get for this revenue? 
We pay $1.40 for gas, while in the city it 
is very little more than half that sum. 
Yor water (flat rate), we pay $12 per yéar 
for one faucet, providing there are no 
more than five rooms; if one room more 
it is $1 dollar extra. There is no place to 
run the waste water (no sewers), so it 
seeks the lowest places and stands there— 
a germ breeder for disease. (See this 
eondition back of Evergreen avenue in 
Wellston, one block from the city limita.) 

One-third of the taxpayers of Wells- 
ton are widows. They have no vote. If 
all taxpayers were allowed to vote on this 
question of annexation, Mr. Gardner 
would be very much surprised, and I 
think it should be decided by a vote. 

Mr. Gardner is very much mistaken if 
he thinks this movement originated alto- 
gether in the city. It has been many 
years ago since anyone moved from the 
city eo they would have less taxes to pay. 
They are paying higher taxes today in the 
county than they would pay in the city, 
and have nothing in return.

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GREATEST EQUAL SUFFRAGE YEAR. 

The official returns show that full suffrage by vote 
of the electorate has been conferred on women in Okla- 
homa, Michigan and South Dakota. Michigan had al- 
ready granted presidential as well as school suffrage. 
States which had previously given the vote to women 
by formal amendment of their constitutions are Wy- 
oming, Colorado, California, Kansas, Washington, Ore- 
gon, Nevada, Idaho, Montana, Utah, Arizona and New 
York. 

Accordingly, 15 states have to date abolished sex dis- 
criminations in voting with full constitutional safeguards. 
But these do not represent the entire roster of so-called 
suffrage states. Illinois has granted statutory and presi- 
dential suffrage and its revision convention, called for 
next year, will probably take the preliminaries to full 
suffrage. 

Rhode Island and North Dakota have conferred presi- 
dential suffrage. Arkansas, where a nomination is con- 
sidered equivalent to an election, has granted primary 
suffrage. In certain other states such concessions as 
were within the power of the Legislature have been 
accorded. 

Successive years in the recent past have been styled 
the “most important in equal suffrage history”—1911 
because it saw the accession of the great State of Cali- 
fornia, 1912 because three states—Arizona, Kansas and 
Oregon—were put on the suffrage map; 1916 because the 
national conventions of all parties declared for the 
reform, 1917 because of an awakening on the subject 
and the triumph in New York. But among all great 
years, may not the greatest be considered 1918, when En- 
gland gave justice to its women, when Russia placed its 
women on a political equality with men, when leaders of 
France and Italy declared for the change in principle 
and when in the United States three more states over- 
came former inertia and a Federal amendment failed of 
submission in the Senate by only two votes? 

And 1919 may be even greater. It may see the passage 
of the Federal amendment and a great extension of the 
reform in Europe. “Votes for women” is a cry heard 
already on the streets of Austria and even of Germany.

As an 
export manager and as a member of the 
Committee on Foreign Trade of the Na- | 
ticnal Association of Manufacturers, I 
have learned much from foreigners in 
methods of nterchandising, in courtesy 
and in breadth of business vision. 

I have learned that the credit losses of 
American manufacturers average less in 
their dealings with the Far East than 
they do in their domestic relations. Un- 
justified claims, petty exactions and semi- 
dishonesty are less frequent in foreign 
than in American trade. 

I have found out that the commissions 
of Chinese and Japanese business men 
who have visited the United States since 
1914 have set a high-water mark for 
clean-cut investigation and observation. 

I have learned also that the average 
merchant in the East is a better merchan- 
diser than the average dealer in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Oriental trade has been linked with Eu- 
rope rather than with the United States. 
When Europe was to Americans a nearly- 
forgotten geography page, it was full 
of living, breathing, countries to the busi- 
ness men of the East. By trips to Lon- 
don and Paris, to Brussels and Milan, and 
by return visits from European salesmen 
and buyers, the Chinese and Japanese 
merchants knew what Europe was doing 
and how it did it.. 

America was to them the unknown con- 
tinent. 

An incident which happened in a New 
York hotel may give a hint as to why 
Orientals are slow at accepting American 
ideals at our own valuation. 

An export manager was discussing with 
his Bombay@agent the details of a cam- 
paign to cover the markets of India and 
Afghanistan. Ah American friend, call- 
ing the exporter aside, whispered: 

“How can you bear to talk with a nig- 
ger?” 

The exporter explained his long friend- 
ship with the Indian and the importance 
of their business relations. Then he. 
turned to introduce the two men. The 
Bombay merchant had hastily put on his 
right glove and \shook hands with his 
hand covered. 

“Why the glove?” the exporter asked 
when they were alone. 

“How else could I return the ftnsult of 
his first glance without embarrassing you, 
good friend? The fact that he did not 
apprecigte the insult makes my enjoy- 
ment the keener.” 

Until we get over the smug insularism 
which makes possible such an attitude to- 
ward people of other nations, we have 
much to learn from Orientals. 

The fact that we regard everyone not 
from the United States as a “foreigner” 
(with the connotation of “heathen,” “nig- 
ger’ and “crook”) is the greatest handi- 
cap we have in developing our interna- 
tional commerce. Superiority to judg- 
ments based upon the color of the skin 
is the lesson we must learn from the Ori- 
ent beforetwe are fitted for world trade.

Satire easily revels in the prob- 
able representation to be had by big 
and little nations in such a league, and 
there are always those who are

“Nevertheless, nothing else is real- 
ly worth while in the present oppor- 
tunity to accomplish something along 
this line, and the President told us as 
much in his message. His relation 
to the world is that of a prophet. His 
vision, which became the vope of both 
sides in the war, remains the one bright 
thing which everyone sees in the sky. 
War is an anachronism. It has no 
more place in international society 
than homicide has in domestic society.

GOOD ROADS. 


Sir: Somewhere in my reading, I 
think it was in Dr. Snyder’s “Lincoln,” 
I have seen the statement that Lincoln 
was a “world spirit,” but whether or 
not the authority quoted for the state- 
ment referred to is correct, the phrase 
brings out the idea or impression which 
I received today when I read your 
“Good Roads.” 

That “the average American road is 
no more than the fruit of our slothful- 
ress’” is too apparent to question, but 
traveling over some of these roads 
brings this fact home so forcefully that 
one cannot easily forget it. If we could 
only arrange for some kind of a teur, 
in which all kinds of vehicles were to 
be entered, and to begin immediately 
after the first rain that had lasted 48 
hours or more, I am sure that our next 
Congress would be elected and there- 
after known as the “Good Roads Con- 
gress.” This, of course, providing that 
we could make the trip compulsory 
upon everyone owning a vehicle and 
able to drive it. 

Two short trips come to my mind 
every time the expression “Good 
Roads” is mentioned in my hearing or 
I see it in print. The first I recall was 
an attempt, which a very kind friend of 
mine invited me to share with him, of 
reaching Chautauqua, Ill., in an auto- 
mobile last August. The day that we 
decided to make the trip was a very 
beautiful one, and aft all arrange- 
ments were made we started about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, the sun still 
shining as it had been, as I have pre- 
viously said, all day long. After we 
had crossed the McKinley Bridge, it 
clouded up and began to rain, not in 
torrents, but fairly heavy. Of course, 
the farther we went the worse the 
road became. For about a stretch of 
two miles we were relieved by the 
paved road at Wood River, Ill, and 
again by the paving that extends south 
from Alton, IIL, for a short distance. 
The rest of the road had become very 
bad in the short space of about an 
hour. Passing through Alton, IIL, we 
found it simply impossible to go far- 
ther and were forced to return to St. 
Louis that same evening, and then we 
really got the benefit of the mud on 
the roads. Fully six or seven automo- 
biles were stalled on their way either 
going or coming. We did finally reach 
the city, it taking us three times as long 
to return as it did going and oh, the 
mud! 

The other trip was to Scott Field in 
the early fall, and I as I know there 
were a great many people experienced 
the dust I need say no more about that 
trip. 

I hope this will give you more cour- 
age to keep up and back up the re- 
newed movement for good roads, as I 
as one am convinced that a great sys- 
tem of good roads will enable this 
country to grow and expand even 
more than it has evef done in the past. 

And what I meant by the “world 
spirit” idea is that it seemed to me that 
if there was one thing that the ma- 
jority of the people of this country were 
in hearty approval of, to stand by and 
go with, it is this movement.

Only “Stagey” Applause From 
Democrats; Republicans Grin 
at Remark About Railroads.

WASHINGTON, Dea 2.—If any 
visible evidence were needed of the 


estrangement which has sprung up 
between the President and Congress, 
it was given yesterday when the 
President, in the course of his ad- 
dress to the joint session at the open- 
ing of the third term of the Sixty- 


l titth Congress, said that he believed 


it was his duty to attend the peace 
| conference. 

Led by Representative Heflin of 
|'Alabama, the Democratic members 
/of the House rose to their feet and 
‘applauded. But the applause had a 
different ring from the spontaneous 
cheering: that greeted the President 
on Nov. 11, when he appeared be- 
fore Congress to announce the te 
of the armistice. There was some- 
thing “stagey” and artificial about 
_yesterday’s applause, as if the Dem- 
ocrats were moved to the demon- 
stration only by a sense of duty. 

Partisan Split Evident. 

The Republican members of the 
House and Senators of both parties, 
except a few Democrats who got to 
their feet as the applause progressed, 
were not moved at all. They re- 
mained seated and silent. The spec- 
tacle was that of a House sharply 
divided again on partisan lines, with 
members on one side standing and 
cheering and on the other remaining 
stolidly in their seats. It was a pic- 
ture in marked contrast with the 
scenes in Congress when the Presi- 
dent, on delivering his war messages, 
evoked the cheers of the whole 
chamber. 

Persons who have heard all the 
President's messages remarked that 
yesterday's was the longest and the 
least effective. When he spoke of 
the heroism of the American soldiers 
and again when he paid a tribute to 
the women of the country there was 
applause on both sides; but his rec- 
ommendations touching domestic 
policies were received in silence. On 
the Republican side there were 
broad grins when the President, 
speaking of the problem of the rail- 
roads, said: “I frankly turn to you 
for counsel upon it. I have no con- 
fident judgment of my own.” 

President Shows Effect. 

The President appeared conscious 
of the fact that he was talking to an 
audience in large part hostile. To 
most observers it seemed that his 
manner had not the same assurance 
as when, speaking for a nation at 
war, he knew that he could count 
upon the cordial support of patriotic 
Democrats and Republicans alike. 

Though his voice was clear, he 
spoke in lower tonés than usual, and, 
on two or three occasions, stumbled 
over his words. His manner was not 
depressed, as some critics suggested, 
but was that of a somewhat tired 
man. Certainly he did not speak 
with the vigor and confidence that 
characterized his utterance of Nov. 
11. 

It had been rumored that the 
President would be heckled with 
questions regarding his trip to Bu- 
rope, but nothing of the sort mate- 
rialized, As soon as he finished 
speaking, the President turned and 
shook hands with Speaker Clark and 
Vice President Marshall. He then 
walked from the chamber while the 
members on both sides stood and 
the Democrats applauded. 

Situation Un 

“Disappointment” is the word that 
best sums up the general feeling 
about the President’s speech. It 
had been hoped by his supporters 
that he would clear the atmosphere 
with a frank and detailed statement 
of his plans, but, so far as his Bu- 
ropean trip is concerned, he dealt 
largely in generalities. He left the 
situation between himself and Con- 
gress exactly where it was before. 

Congress, especially the Senate, 
feels that it should have been con- 
sulted on the terms of the peace 
about to be made—the peace that 
the President, in one of the few bits 
of definite information that he gave 
regarding the conference, said that 
he hoped would be made by spring. 
Because Congress has not been so 
consulted, Republican leaders are 
openly hostile and many Democrats 
are lukewarm. 


Present Senate May Not Act on 
Peace A 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—In view 
of President Wilson's statement yes- 
terday that he does not expect con- 
clusion of peace until spring, lead- 
ers express doubt whether the pres- 
ent Senate, which expires next March 
3, will be called upon to act on the 
peace treaty. 

Chairman Hitchcock of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee said 
he expected several treaties would 
result from the Paris conference—a 
general treaty ending the war, but 
with specific treaties dealing with 
important matters like freedom of 
the sea and a league of nations. 

While the peace negotiations are 
proceeding, extended debate in the 
Senate on all phases of the question 
involved is expected by leaders.
